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‘CARLISLE TROUBLED 
OVER BOND ISSUE 


A COMPLICATION FOLLOW S THE 
RECENT SALE. 


Secretary of the Treasury Must Show 
Cause Why a Mandamus Should 
Not 
Be 
Issued—Competition 
in 
Printing—Statistics 
of Exports—

Washington, 
April 
14.—William 
Graves of New York city on Monday 
filed in the district supreme court a 
petition for mandamus to compel Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Carlisle to de­ 
liver to him bonds to the amount of 
$4,500,000 of the recent issue of thirty- 
year 4 per cents. The petition sets out 
that he bid for this amount of bonds 
at $115.3391 Feb. 4 last, and complied 
with all the regulations; that his bid 
was once accepted; that the original 
notice of allotemnt was not sent to 
him as to other bidders, and though 
requested, no allowance was made by 
the departm ent for the time lost by 
the negligent act of the department 
in misdirecting the original allotment 
notice. 
The contention is made that the re­ 
fusal to deliver these bonds allotted to 
him in New York, as required, was a 
mere subterfuge to prevent the peti­ 
tioner and those who might associate 
with him for carrying out the terms of 
the bid and completing the purchase 
of the bonds, and that the require­ 
ment that the petitioner deposit the 
gold in the sub-treasury at New York 
and transfer the deposit certificates to 
the treasury department here was a 
requirement not exacted of other suc­ 
cessful bidders, a great hardship to 
him, and an invasion of his right ta 
have the bond delivery made at New 
York. 
After claiming that the refusal of the 
departm ent to accept payment for the 
bonds allotted to him after the date 
fixed for the payment of an installment 
is an exercise of arbitrary power, an i 
which is unwarranted by law, the pe­ 
tition asks that the secretary of the 
treasury be restrained from deliver­ 
ing to J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. or any 
other persons the $4,500,000 bonds al­ 
lotted to Graves. 
Judge Cole issued an order requir­ 
ing Secretary Carlisle to appear Sat­ 
urday, April 25, and show cause why 
the mandamus asked by Graves should 
no t be issued.

Washington, 
April 14.—Democratic 
leaders, it is said, have matured a plan 
to capture the presidency next fall by 
organizing a split at Chicago, putting 
two tickets in the field and then bring­ 
ing the two wings of the party together 
in the electoral college. 
The silver leaders have been schem­ 
ing on the proposition for months, and 
very lately passel it along for the con­ 
sideration 
of the 
managers 
of the 
sound-money element, by whom it has 
been received with open favor. 
The 
White House has been the scene of sev­ 
eral consultations on this most import­ 
ant m atter within the last four or five 
days, friends of sound money, not only 
in congress but from many of the rank­ 
ing financial and commercial centers, 
having responded to hasty summons to 
meet and discuss questions of supreme 
concern to the party welfare. 
The re­ 
sult of all this is that a thorough under­ 
standing has been reached, and that 
democratic hopes 
are higher at this 
writing than they have been in two 
years. 
The struggle for the control of the 
convention at Chicago is to be kept up 
to the last. 
There 
will be no com­ 
promise or suggestion of compromise 
on either side. If the sound-money ele­ 
ment can control a sound-money ticket 
will be nominated on an uncompromis­ 
ing sound-money platform. There will 
be no pretense of a straddle or of a de­ 
sire to placate the silverites. 
On the 
contrary, the iron will be driven into 
them and riveted on the other side. If 
the 
silver men prove 
to be 
strong 
enough to take charge of the conven­ 
tion and keep it they will adopt the 
same tactics proposed in behalf of thb 
other side. 
It will be a fight to a 
desperate finish.

Bedford, Ind., April 14.—Four 
men 
were instantly killed, two fatally in­ 
jured, and another badly hurt in the 
wreck of a trestle on the Bedford Belt 
line Monday morning. 
The dead and 
wounded are: 
CHARLES OGDEN, conductor. 
JOHN SHERMAN, fireman. 
WARREN LEMOND, bridge foreman. 
EDWARD BEVINS, carpenter. 
JAMES DAVIS, carpenter. 
GEORGE MEINZER, engineer. 
HENRY DEVAULT, brakeman. 
Ogden, Sherman, Lermond, and Bev­ 
ins were instantly killed. 
Davis died 
of his injuries later. 
Engineer Mein- 
zer is not expected to survive. Brake­ 
man Devault jumped nearly thirty feet 
from the falling car, and, though badly 
hurt, will probably recover. 
Wilbert 
Dobson, 
another 
carpenter, escaped 
with trifling hurts. 
The accident happened a mile and a 
half from Bedford Junction, on the belt 
railroad, on which the stone from the 
Bedford quarries is transferred from 
one road to another. 
The train con­ 
sisted of an engine and two gravel cars. 
While passing over what is known as 
the Standard trestle the last span from 
the direction of 
Bedford 
collapsed.

He 
has long wanted to send a special com­ 
missioner to Cuba to ascertain 
exact 
facts with regard to the scope and sig­ 
nificance of the revolution, but from the 
outset he encountered the angry oppo­ 
sition of the Madrid government, which 
resented the suggestion as insufferable 
impertinence and gratuitous intermed­ 
dling in a strictly family affair. 
He 
could not move Spain from this view, 
but he never for a moment abandoned 
the idea. 
It suddenly occured to him 
that he could accomplish his purpose 
by appointing a consul general at H a­ 
vana, who could serve in the double 
capacity of diplomatic 
representative 
of this government and commissioner 
—the latter, of course, under private 
nstructions. 
After a careful canvass 
of names he selected General Lee as 
best fitted to

duty. 
General Lee, as consul general, 
can go wherever he pleases without in­ 
terference from the Spanish authori­ 
ties. His appointment is regarded as of 
the greatest importance.

the Cuban m atter until the President 
can obtain results from the Fitzhugh 
Lee expedition.
